House 
and 
senate 
agriculture 


committees are the busiest, for farm 
legislation will have the right-of- 
way. Members interested in other 
bills, however, also are returning 
early. 


Even if all major bills should be 


ready at the start of the session— 
and some will not—many legislators 
have expressed the belief the entire 
program cannot be enacted before 
the regular session begins in Jan- 
uary.

Farm Legislation 


The house agriculture committee 


is completing a bill to limit acreage 
planted in principal crops. Farmers 
would be allowed to raise and mar- 
ket as much as they can on their 
allotted land. 


Chairman Jones (D-Texas) said 


the measure also would continue 
the present soil conservation bene- 
fits and would establish an ever- 
normal granary system 
to store 


surpluses of some crops for use in 
lean years. 


Members of the senate agriculture 


committee still are 
getting the 


views of farmers themselves. 


Wage-Hour Standards 


There have been unconfirmed re- 


ports that revisions may be offered 
to the bill empowering a board to 
establish in interstate industries a 
work week of not less than 40 hours 
and minimum wages of not more 
than 40 cents an hour. 


The present measure, now bottled 


up in the house rules committee, 
has been criticized by leaders of 
both the American Federation of 
Labor and the Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization. Many south- 
ern congressmen are opposed to it.

eral budget probably would send 
the owners of $2,000,000,000 in tax- 
free government securities search- 
ing for new fields of investment, 
fiscal authorities said today. 


They said a substantial sum—per- 


haps $400,000.000 to $600,000.000 — 
may be included in the 1933 budget 
for paying off existing debt. 


This, plus operation of financial 


provisions of the social security and 
railroad 
retirement 
acts, would 


liquidate about $2,000.000.000 of fed- 
eral obligations now in the hands of 
the public. 


Cut Public Sales 


Under the security and rail pen- 


sion laws, about $1,500.000.000 of the 
iovernment debt will be shifted 
from private holders to the treasury 
during the next fiscal year. 


This transfer will be accomplish- 
d by retiring present outstanding 
obligations as they mature. Then, 
nstead of selling new securities to 
he public, the treasury will issue 
pecial obligations to security and 
ailroad pension reserve accounts.

On Oct. 15. Widmer was captured 


in Philadelphia in a stolen car. The 
gangster told detectives he had left 
the Birds in Pittsburgh with their 
wives. 


The Bird brothers and Widmer 


were arrested here in July, during 
an attempted robbery of a Cleve- 
land Heights bank and were being 
held for trial in a series of Cleve- 
land bank robberies at the time of 
their escape. 


Widmer pleaded guilty to bank 


robbery in federal court after his 
return from Philadelphia and was 
sentenced to 65 years in federal 
prison at Alcatraz island.

A Bystander 


In Washington

Washington—In all the hullabaloo 


over the marine labor unions' blast 
at Joe Kennedy, chairman of the 
maritime commission, for his tirade 
against poor discipline aboard ship, 
it is almost overlooked that Ameri- 
can shipping is getting the worst 
public sandbagging it has had in 
many a day. 


The whole thing was set off by 


the uprising of the crew of the gov- 
ernment-owned freighter "Algic" in 
Montevideo. In that South Ameri- 
can port the crew for a time re- 
fused to handle the ship's cargo on 
the grounds that it would be deliv- 
ered to a crew of strike-breakeri 
hired during a Uruguayan long- 
shoremen's strike. 


Kennedy, who is no sweetie-pie 


executive, directed the ship captain 
to put the men in irons if they re- 
fused to work. It was a foreign port, 
and 
in 
such 
circumstances, in 


Kennedy's vie%v, a strike amount- 
ed to mutiny.* 
* 
* 


Conduct Criticized 


Well, the men wcnUto work, the 


ship returned to Baltimore, its 
home port, and then was published 
the whole sorry business of dis- 
putes between the crew and the of- 
liccrs, which latter assertedly were 
not members of any seagoing union. 


Kennedy accompanied the homo- 


coming with a public criticism of 
the conduct of some American sea- 
nen at sea. Disobedience, indiscip- 
ine, lack of training, all contribut- 
ed, he said, to a very unsatisfactory 
picture of the Y;wikee sailor afloat. 


Following that, writers hunted 


out consular reports and other 
sources of stories of the poor per- 
formance of American seamen in 
recent years. Instances of unruly 
conduct at sea. especially in the 
Pacific trade, were stressed, to the 
exclusion of records of skilled and 
oyal seamanship. That sort of pic- 
ure is not a good one to thrust be- 
ore travelers, shippers, and insur- 
ance companies whose business it 
is to gamble on the prospects of a

A. Smith represented the Town of 
Menasha, Earl Hughes the Town of 
Neenah, William Tellock and Char- 
les Zehner, Town of Vinland and 
Herman Ihde and Otto Erdman, the 
Vinland fire insurance company 
at the session. 


The recommendations if substan- 


tially compiled with may be under- 
taken without penalty and, in addi- 
tion, Neenah will qualify for a fifth

would affect rates on unsprinkled 
mercantile, manufacturing and pub- 
lic buildings but not ori dwellings, 
the town officials were informed.

Poison ivy—Wherever there L 


water (and some places where there 
isn't) there is poison ivy and wher- 
ever there is poison ivy there is 
trouble for someone. Poison ivy is 
a three leaved plant, the leaves hav- 
ing a shiny green surface and saw 
tooth edges. 
It may or may not 


have all small greenish white flow- 
ers or late in the summer white 
berries. It is one of the first plants 
to turn red in autumn. It is dan- 
gerous at any season. 


Ivy poisoning is characterized by

not always in rows or clusters, and

Preparations 
recommended 
for 


relief of poison ivy include cala- 
mine lotion, aluminum or lead ace- 
tate and an alcoholic solution of 
ferric chloride.

My own rem- 
edy, which also has the weight of 
medical authority, is 
good 
old 


brown naptha soap. 
Wash the af- 


fected places with the soap, cover 
with a thick lather and allow to 
dry. The first application relieves 
the itching and subsequent appli- 
cations will clear it up cntirelv. 
Used immediately after exposure 
the soap 
may 
prevent infection. 


Even when other preparations arc 
used a thorough washing with thc 
soap first is recommended by most 
authorities.
